Clover as a Fertilizer,

When clover is wanted to enrich the
soil for a suceeeding crop, it s better to
let it mature rather than cut it early.

T'his s the reason why
those farmers who precede wheal with
clover for a fertilizer first cut & crop to
go to seed before plowing it in. The
roots and seattered leaves of clover make
most excellent fertilizers.
